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COMMITTEE PLANS 
GREATER MERCER 


Means of Expansion Must 


Be Provided. 


If the University Remains in 
Macon,’ Larger Site Will Be 
Required --- Following Execu- 
‘tive Session, Committee is- 
sues Statement. 


Macon, Ga., December 1.—(Spec‘al.)— 
That Mercer university must be placeu 


upon a bigger, broader working basis, 


that grounds and other means of ex- 
pansion must be provided, Is a settled 
fact, no matter’ where the institution 
goes in the future. | 

- This fis ~the story of an executive 
session ‘of the committee of Georgia 
Baptists on the advisability ‘of the re- 
moval of Mercer to Atlanta, the first 
session betng ‘held in Macon today. 

Larger grounds must be had, if the 
institution remains in Macon. 

A very large site, well situated, 
must be had if the igstitution goes 
elsewhere. 

This is the view taken by seven of 
the committee in an important session. 

Those ‘attending were'J. C. Brewton, 
D. D., Mt. Vernon,.Ga,; Rev, E.. J. Smith, 
Tennille, Ga.; L. R. Christie, D D., Co- 
lumbus, Ga.; E: ' Y- ‘“Mallary,: Macon;

©. J. Copeland, -D. -D.,- Gainesville. Ga. 

A formal statement given out to- 
night at the conclusion of the session, 
makes clear the views of the commit- 
tee. Judge A. D. Freeman acted as 
chairman, and Dr..L..R.. Christie, sec- 
retary. The statemert follows: 

Statement of Committee. 


“The committee appointed under a 
resolution of the Georgia Baptist con- 
vention: to take up the question w..h 
the brotherhood of.the advisability of 
moving Mercer university to Atlanta, 
herewith issues the following sgate- 
ment to the Baptists of weorgia and to 
the public: 

“1. The action of the convention was 
the result of a quiet agitation growing 
out of the action of the board of trus- 
tees of Mercér'’ university two. years 
ago, and was not the result of any 
local movement in Atlanta or Macon. 
The .responsibility .fer the suggested 
removal rests solely with the Baptists 
of Georgia, by whose convention the 
resolution v-s passed at the recent 
session in Elberton. . 


No Moral Obligation Violated. 


“2: It is the sense of the committee 
that the convention violated no moral 
obligation, expressed or implied, in 
propusing the possibility of removing 
Mercer university, since the onl: con- 
sideration that controls the relation 
of the convention or can have weight 
with it, is the interest of The callege 
and its censtituency. ’ 

“Third—It is the unanimous ‘pense or. 
the committee that the future progress 
of the Kapticts of Georgia is involved 
in the expansion and further develop- 
ment of Mercer university as a great 
Christian educational tnstitution, and 
requires that it shal] be so situated as 
to grow. and eXpand to meet the edu- 
cational needs of a growing and devel- 
oping people. : 

. Present Grounds Inadequate. 


“Fourth—It is the unanimous judg- 
ment of the committee as indicated by 
the trustees of Mercer University two 
years ago, thatthepresent grounds of 
the institution do not provide the op- 
portunity for the future enlargement! 
and development of the .college. that 
the interests of the Baptist people of 
Georgia demand, nor a sufficient cam- 
pus equipment for the maintenance of 
the institution, even in its present’ 
scope and state of éfficiency. 

“Fifth—It is the judgment of the 
committee that the Baptists of Georgia 
desire and purpose to develop a great 
Baptist university, which shal! offer 
the advantages of well-equipped 
schools beyond the regular collegiate 
departments, including medicine and 
dentistry, as well as law and phar- 
macy, ete. 

¢ Enlargement or Removal. 


“In view of the foregoing, it is the 
unanim us conviction of the committee 
that only one of two courses of action 
is open to the Baptusts of Georgia, 
either the enlargement of the present 
_-Ounds and facilities in Macon, or the 
removal of the institution to some 
point wh .e proper facilities may be

As to speed, it is likety there will be 
an attempt to improve on that of the 
Zeppelin, which makes forty to fifty 
miles’ an hour. The famous German 
dirigible 1s 472 feet long, has a capac- 
ity. for 60,000 oubic feet of gas and is 
equipped with motors having a total 
of 400-horse power. No-mention has 
yet been made as to the price that will 
be charged for carrying passengers 
between Boston and Washington. For 
some time, it is expected, however, 
that passage on the aerial lines will be 
in the nature of a luxury, and the 
cost will be ‘several times greater than 
that for the same distance by raljlroad. 
Tickets will'not be sold on the mileage 
basis, that is certain.

SNAPS TN TWA 


Rise in the Temperature 


Predicted. 


Within Next Few Days Tem- 
perature Will Probably Be 
Fairly Comfortable Again. 
Records Are Smashed During 
Month of November. 


Did you hear a loud noise about 
Midnight last night which sounded 
like the vicious crack of a blacksnake 
whip? 

That was the backbone of the cold 
wave breaking. 

A temperature which approached 
dangerously close to 20. degrees last 
night didn’t have any surface indica- 
tion of the backbone breaking proc- 
ess, but Weather Qbserver von Herr- 
mann is authority for the statement 
that it was due to snap in twain last 
night. 

Hence, there will] be a slight rise, @ 
barely perceptible but nevertheless a 
rise, in the mercury either Friday or 
Saturday, and within the next five 
days it will very provably be fairly 
comfortable again. 


Mercury Registereg 24. 

At 6 o'clock, Thursday morning, the 
mercury régistered at 24 degrees, 
which was the coldest first of. Dcecem- 
ber since 1879. There was a gredual 
rise during the day to 29 degrees at 2 
o'clock. Then the temperature began 
falling, and the mercury dropped down 
within hailing distance of 20 degrees 
at night. 

The month of November, which came 
to a close Wednesday, distinguished 
itself from other Novempers im several 
important particuiars. 

In the first place it turned up with 
the hottest Thanksgiving day in the 
records of the weather office for 
twenty years. The temperature went 
as high as 78 degrees on that day, 
which equalled the record made in 
1890. 

Below the Normal. 

However, in spite of this unusual 
feature, the month of November 
brought up at the finish with an aver- 
age of '2.2 degrees below the normal 
temperature for corresponding months 
of previous years, which is another 
distinguishing characteristic. 

The mean temperature for the month 
was 50 degrees,. while the normal tem- 
perature for corresponding months is 
52.2. which makes the month 2.2 de- 
grées colder than corresponding months 
have been on the gverage. 

The hottest day of the month was 7% 
degrees, on the 24th, and the coldest 
was on the 4th, when the 
dropped .dow 

November at 
the matter of rain. 
the month is 3.15 inches, but Nevem- 
ber of 1910 brought up with only 
.57 inches, and was the dryest Novem- 
ber since 1890, when there was a pTre- 
cipitation of only .18 inches. The de- 
ificiency of the month, as,compared 
with the normal,. was 2:58 inches. 

There were fifteen cloudy or partly 
cloudy days during the month, but the 
clouds. contained little or no rain.

TARIFF SUNDERS 
ENGLISH TORIES 


Balfour’s Referendum 
Policy Opposed. 


London, December 1.—There is a 
possibility of an unlooked-for result in 
the attempt of A. J. Balfour, the op- 
position leader, to remove tariff reform 
from the immediate’ field of politics. 
The question loomg larger than ever 
in the campaign tonight, so much 80 
that Mr. Balfour himself, in a speech 
at Reading, was fain to explain that 
his party had not altered its views on 
this subject, and that tariff reform was 
still a chief plank in the party’s con- 
structive policies; but he explained 
the unionists needed to obtain the 
formal and explicit consent of the peo- 
ple thereto. The policy of the referen- 
dum, he gaid, was consistent with the 
true ideal of popular government. 

Hag Split Tories. 

The fact is that Mr. Balfour’s pro- 
nouncement on November 29 that he 
was willing to submit tariff reform to 
a referendum has rather sundered than 
knit his party, and supplied the liber- 
als with another effective argument 
against tariff reform, namely ,that Mr. 
Balfour has been compelled to side- 
track it.

OVER 10,000 PROTESTS 
AGAINST POSTAL BILL 


People of the Country Seem 
to Want Return | 


Washington, Decemper 1.—Senator 


Penrose, of Pennsylvania, chairman of 
the senate .committee on pvstoffices, 
has received more than 10.000 letters | 
within the last three weeks protesting 
against the passage of tne bill forbid- 
ding the government to make contracts ; 
for printing return cards of private: 
firms or persons upon stamped en-! 
velcpes. 

The bill now before the senate is 
known as the Touvelle bill, and already 
has passed the house. 

Friends of the legislation have 
claimed that the government should 
not entér the printing field, to the ex- 
tent of printing private return cards 
or envelopes. The oppunents of the 
measure assert that the passage of 
such iegisiation will force the public 
to pay an average of $1 per thousand 
more for such printed stamped a 
opes. 


LUPO WOLF GANG 
OUT OF BUSINESS 


Lupo Already in Atlanta 
Federal Prison. 


New York, December 1.—The  no- 
torious Lupo gang of counterfeiters, 
whose members were suspected of at 
least one murder and many black hand 
cases, was put out of existence, the 
police believe, by the arrest here today 
of thirteen Italians and the seizure of 
a large amount of counterfeit bills. 
Nine of the prisoners are believed to 
be the rest of the gang the leaders 
of which were arrested last winter 
and are serving terms aggregating 
160 years in the federal prison at At- 
lanta for counterfeiting. 

The nine men were held to be turned 
ove rthe federal authorities tomor- 
row; the other four were paroled as 
witnesses. 

The Lupo gang was headed by 
“Lupo, the Wolf,” who received a sen- 
tence of thirty years, and Gulsseppe 
Morello, sentenced to twenty-five years. 
The “barrel murder” was laid to mem- 
bers of the band which manufactured 
counterfeit bills on a farm near High- 
land. N. Y. 

Notwithstanding the fate of the men 
arrested last winter the circulation: of 
counterfeit continued, and the secret 
service men believed that members of 
the band still out of jail were putting 
out bogus money which had been 
saved’ from the former raid.

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NEXT CONGRESSIONAL REAPPORTIONMENT 

Undoubtedly one of the most important pieces of legislation to 
receive the attention of congress at the approaching session is that 
involving the congressional reapportionment under the new 

If republican luck holds, the present congress will decide upon 
the basis of apportionment, and derive whatever factional advantage 
is to be secured from this privilege. . 

If the fates are favorable to the democrats, and they can block 
the attempt at reapportionment at this session, a democratic house, 
and a senate in which democrats and republican insurgents have a 
majority, will fix the basis of representation. 

The house of representatives in the present congress—the sixty- 
first—is composed of 391 members. Each member ts supposed to 
represent 193,167 of population, this being the basis agreed upon 
after the twelfth-decennial census. 

The federal constitution originally provided that there should 
be one representative for each 30,000 of population. Since then the 
basis has been fixed by congress, as follows: |

THE SENATOR AND THE BANK. 


Under the above head, The Washington Post comments upon 
Senator Aldrich’s announced determination to devote the remainder 
of his political career to the effort to enact legislation creating a 
safeand sound banking system. 

It is certain that the people of the United States have not at 
present a satisfactory financial system. Indeed, there has never 
been such a system established in this country in its entire history. 

The present patch-work system has broken down under every 
unusual pressure brought to bear upon it. 

In this connection: The Post—regarded as an independent paper 
with republican leanings—says: 

Senator Aldrich says that the question of sound banking is non-political 
and non-partisan; and so it is. Every citizen is vitally interested in the proper 
solution of the problem, from the magnate of great wealth in his office to the 
poor fellow who heaves coal on the street. A sound and admirable banking 
system would not make panics impossible, but it would make them rarer and 
further apart. , 

But it is extremely doubtful if Senator Aldrich will live to see a sound 
banking system in our republic. 
two-score years and ten wil] see it, for it must be the conception of scientists, 
economists, statesmen, and last, but by no means least, bankers. 

Granted that reform is needed—is Senator Aldrich the man to 
lead the crusade for it? | 

People are naturally suspicious, and especially of one who has 
given them such good cause to believe that his sympathies are not 
with the public, but with the interests. 

Mr. Aldrich unquestionably has the. ability to devise and the 
resourcefulness to garry forward such a program as any spokesman 
of the Wall streetéclique. But the country wants to feel that any 
system of currency legislation devised will not be framed with a 
view to helping Wall street, but to establish equable interest rates 
throughout the country, and to make money more plentiful. 

Any scheme proposed by Mr. Aldrich will be viewed with frank 
suspicion. There is no doubt about that. But if economists, busi- 
ness men and financiers make known their wishes, and put forward 
their plans, combined effort will work a solution of the vexed 
problem. 

A more satisfactory financial system must be devised, and the 


sooner the better.

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A PROGRESSIVE NATIONAL PLATFORM. 


Significantly indicative of public demand among the farm 
workers in America is the platform recently handed down at the 
annual converition of the National Grange, at Atlantic City.

A national income tax. a non-partisan tariff commission, federal aid 
to develop the highways of the nation, a parcels post law, primary 
elections to determine popular choice of United States senators and

It is worthy of note that the Farmers’ Union, with its more 
than two million national membership, has at various times in- 
dorsed programs holding practically all of these features. 

Especially in the matter of a parcels post, President Barrett 
last winter polled congress and obtained favorable answers from 
enough congressmen to forecast the passage of some sort of par- 
cels post legislation at the approaching session. | 

The item in the Grange platform regarding popular elections 
of United States senators bears out the contention of The Consti- 
tution that this reform is one of national and non-partisan demand, 
rising from all classes of citizenry and opposed, as a rule, only 
where political machines still dominate the situation. | 

Federal aid to good roads is distinctly an issue of rural inter- 
est. It is the farmer who will first feel the effect of such a policy. 
It will at once exert a beneficent influence upon the cost of haul- 
ing farm products to rail and water stations, and vice versa, as 
well as in the enhancement of the values of farm lands, the ban-

PEACHTREE CREEK SEWER

The matter of securing rights of 
way for the intercepting sewers to the’ 
Peachtree creek and the Intrenchment 
creek disposa] plants is in a very sat- 
isfactory condition, states the assist- 
ant city attorney, Captain W. D. Ellis. 

It was known all along that the 
rights of way could be secured, and 
the only question involved was the 
amount the city would have to pay for 
them. sd 

Captain Ellis says that all but one 
property-owner has signed an agree- 
ment for the rights of way along the 
extension of the Orme street sewer to 
Peachtree creek, and the contract with 
this one person will probably be settied 
today, as he has decided to let the mat- 
ter be arbitrated. ° 

On the extension of the Butler street 
sewer to Peachtree creek all] property 
owners but three have reached an 
agreement with the city and the cases 
of these three will come up for arbi- 
tration next week. 

‘It is only a question of how much 
the city igs to pay,” says the assistant 


city attorney, who has the matter in 
charge, “and we are in a position to 
close up the entire matter within a few 
days. The securing of the rights of 
way has nothing to do with the push- 
ing of the work of building the inter- 
cepting sewers, as the city is sure to 
get the rights. There has never been 
any difficulty about this branch of the 
sewer work. The right of way is now 
all ready for the city to begin laying 
the sewers, and this will be done, so I 
am informed, after Decemper 12, when 
the bids for the work wil] be opened 
and the contracts let.”

COMPLETES SUCCESSFUL YEAR

Colurmbus, Ga., December 
¢ial.)—-Dr. George N. MacDonnell, 
Atlanta, today made the annual report 
of the board of trustees of the Wesley 
Memorial hospital before the South 
Georgia conference. 

The report follows: 

The Wesley Memoria] hospital has 
completed another year of shiccessfu: 
service. During the year there have 
been treated in the hospital 880 cases 
as compared with 750 last year and 656 
for 1908. It thus appears that the 
cases treated increase at the rate of a 
littie more than one hundred a year. 
The patients have come from all quar- 
ters and from the membership of all 
the churches, and there have been 
many who belonged to no churea 
Neither geographic nor sectarian lines 
limit the merciful ministries of the 1in- 
stitution. During the year the pa- 
tients. represented thirty different 
states and fourteen foreign countrels. 

) Hospjtal’s Income. 
. The total income of the hospital for 
the year has been $31,998.03, of whicn 
amount 27,140.10 was received from 
pay patients, $1,592.50 from anaesthetic 
fees; $3,176.90 from the Christmas col- 
lection of 1909 and $88.50 from Christ- 
of 1908. The totais 
amount expended upon charity patients 
has been $9,628.42, and the number oi 
such patients treated has been 39%, an 
increase of fifty-one charity patients 
of last year. The two Georgia confer- 
ences have contributed to the care ol 
these.patients only $3,179.93 or $6,449.49 
dess than it cost the hospital to caro. 
for them. This deficit has been met tin 
part by‘ the receipts from pay patients 
‘and in part by a loan in bank. The

During that 
period it has expended upon 
patients $39,555.79, and it has received 
contributions for this work of char- 
rity amounting in all to only $15,341.64, 
or in other words, its charity work has 
exceeded its. charity fund by the 
amount of $24,214.18. 

The original cost of the ground and 
fisrt building was $17,500, from which 
it appears that in five years the hos- 
pital has given to the poor who came 
sick to its doors $6,814.18 more than 
the first property cost. These figures 
do not include the value of the free 
medical and surgical services rendered 
by the skillful and generous members 
of the medical staff to charity patients. 
If the value of these 
added to the value of the services ren- 
dered by the hospital the aggregate 
sum would be not less than $75,009. 
Such a record should evoke the gener- 
ous consideration of all benevolent 
persons, 

Another Bullding Needed. 

The hospital owns ample ground for. 
the erection of another building, and 
such a building ought to be erected 
at an early day. It should cost not 
less than $100,000. From what source 
can we ghope to secure such a sum? 
There is no source from which to ex- 
pect it, but the liberality of our own 
people. They are abundantly able to 
supply it. If their plety were equal to 
their prosperity they would supply it 
speedily. The Roman Catholics have 
more than one hospital 
and that church is not: strong numer!- 
cally or financially in the state. 

The Methodists oyt number them by 
more.than 15,000 souls, and among our 
people there is much wealth. Their 
resources are quite equal to their re- 
eponsibilities. If they had the mind to 
do this great work, as they certainly 
have the money sufficient for it, the 
new building would not be delayed 
long. Surely the Methodists of Geor- 
gia will not fail to have one great 
hospital when a far weaker church 
maintains several.
